SAVES 100,000 LIVES 


IN MALAYA

Lecture in the Faculty Hall, St. Vincent 
street, Glasgow, recently. The title of t 
lecture was “Some Pages from the Histor 
of the Prevention of Malaria.’’ ay 

The lecturer commented on the time which 
elapsed between: Ross’s discov and its 
application, and he poiuted out that a similar 


delay had occurred after Lister’s discovery. | 


Sir Malcolm’s work in Malaya.began in 1901, 


and was described. by Ross as “ the firat 


successful anti-malarial work in the British 
Empire.” Malaria threatened the existence 
of two towns, and led the High Commissioner 
to order the closure of one of these, Pott 
Swettenham, a new port only opened two 
and a half months. The Governor was per- 
suaded to withdraw the order and permit 
anti-malarial measures to be taken. The 
number of deaths in the two towns fell from 
582 to 144 in one yeur. . | 

That work proved that when malaria was 
removed, deaths from diseases other than 
malaria were also reduced, showing the im- 
portant effect malaria had in lowering the 
ceneral health of a people, and allowing other 
affections to establish themselves. “In 1904 
ihe Malay Government undertook  anti- 
malarial work on fifty square miles of in- 
tensely malarial swampy Jand, again with 
complete success. i 


PREVENTIVE MEASURES 


As an illustration of the success of pre- 
ventive measures, the lecturer mentioned that 
on the estates of a Glasgow company no case 
of malaria in a European had been contracted 
since 1912, and during the last five years the 
admissions for malaria among the labourers 
was 0.1 per cent. 

In 1 Sir Malcolm realised that he was 
faced with a special problem of malaria in 
hill-land, due to a mosquito that lived fn 
running water. Four years were spent on a 
study of. thirteen species of anopheles which 
came and went in a mysterious way, but od 
search explained this, ana provided a solu- 
tion of the problem. Success was ~—— 
by putting streams and springs in under- 
ground pipes, or by oiling the streams, and, 
in certain parts of the country, by preserv- 
ing jungle and swamp or growing shade-—a 
method exactly opposite to what was fe- 
quired to combat malaria on low-lying, fiat- 
land swamps. | 


MOSQUITOES ELIMINATED 


During those researches on the santa 
various species, he had realised the possi ility 
of controlling species by altering the chemical 
composition of water, and anticipated that a 
time would come when it emote g be possible 
to tell one deadly species “to go” and 
another harmless one “to come.” That was 
now a recognised method in different parts of 
the world. By raising or lowering the 
salinity of water, dangerous mosquitoes were 
eliminated in places as far apart as Java, 
Albania, and Holland, and malaria was 
driveri out by these slight chemical changes. 

Biological control, or “ species sanitation,” 
was now widely used in many countries. 
The results of that research and practical work 
were most encouraging. It was now possible 
to undertake great engineering works like the 
Singapore waterworks, or the Perak Hydro- 
Electric Company’s dam, or the naval base at 
‘Singapore, or the great Zambesi Bridge, with 
almost no loss of life from disease, instead 
of a death-rate of 200 per 1,000 and upwards, 
a great delay in construction, and greatly 
increased costs. 

He had calculated that by 1920 they had 
saved 100,000 lives in Malaya by using Ross’s 
discovery. In Singapore city anti-malarial 
work was begun in 1911, and there was every 
reason to believe that over 100,000 lives had 
been saved by sanitary work in that city 
since that date. He had no accurate figures 
of the number of lives which had been saved 
in Malaya since they began work in 1901, but 
it was. certainly well over a quarter ot a 
million, and, in addition, there was an incal- 
culable amount of sickness prevented and 
money saved. 


ACHIEVEMENT IN INDIA 


After dealing with the great work don® at 
Havana and Panama by the American Govern- 
ment, Sir Malcolm spoke of the influence of 
the work in Malaya on that of other countries. 
The influence of the Malaya work in India 
had been no less far-reaching. The record of 
the civil and medical services in India had 
been among the greatest achievements of thw 
British race. They had given peace, had 
conquered famines, and irrigated millions of 
acres. ‘They had carried out research on 
malaria, but hesitated about its application. 

The lecturer’s visit to India in 1924 had 
opened the way to research.on Malayan lines, 
and the Ross Institute had created a great 
organisation in India to assist the-tea and 
other industries. It was proving of the highest 
value. The advice of the Institute had n 
sough; by the copper mines: of. Northern 
Rhodesia, and the work had improved the 
heaith of both Europeans and Africans. The 
death rate of Europeans on the Roan Antelope 
Mine fell from 23 per 1,000 in 1929 to.5 per 
1,000 in 1933, and that of the Africans from 
50.9-in 1936 to 5.2 in 1933. The great Zambesi 
Bridge had just been completed, and the only 
two Europeans who had fallen ill had con- 
tracied their diseases. away from the site of 
the bridge. That was one of the most un- 
healthy areas of the world. 


PROSPECT OF RAPID 
PROGRESS | 


With the incorporation of the Ross Insti- 
tute with the London School of H Fa 
and Tropical Medicine, with the work of 
the. Rockefeller Foundation, of Governments, 
m- companies, and individuals in 
ands, they could look forward to much 
rapid rogress, since many method 
utilising Koss’s discovery had now | been 
evolved, and were on a sound Bcientific basis. 
He often heard people say that Ross) died 
a disappointed man. He was glad say 
that was not true. For many years Ross 
had been bitterly disappointed at the neglect 
of the world to use his discovery, but his 
visits to Malaya had entirely removed his 
disappointment. ‘4 

Note.—Sir Ronald Ross, in the course of 
research work in India from 1897 to) 1899, 
discovered that malaria was transmitted 
through the agency of mosquitoes, fist from 
bird to bird, and later from man to man.

SCIENCE AND 
LIFE 


R. ALBERT SCHWEITZER delivered 
1) his sixth Gifford Lecture in the Rainy 
Hall, New College, Glasgow, recently. 
It was one of a series of ten on “The 
Problem of Natural Theology and Natural 
Ethics.”’ 
Thought, he said, somehow disposes of the 
difficulties of the theory of ns ey But 
with the difficulties of the question how our 


with the universal creative force manifested 
in what happens in the world, it goes on 
struggling without respite. j 

Leibnitz tackles the problem in his ** Théo- 
dicée.” (1790. ‘‘ Essais de Theodicee sur la 
bonté de Dieu, la liberté de l'homme, et 
l’origine du monde.”) He wrote this work 
in response to a wish expressed by his pupil 
Queen Charlotte of Prussia. But he does not 
go deep enough... With very vulnerable argu- 
ments he seeks to explain as necessary what 
seems without rhyme or reason in the um!- 
verse, and to make clear that this “is the 
best of all possible worlds’’ and exhibits as 
much perfection. as is possible within the 
domain of time and space. But he does not 
touch the deepest problem of all, the problem 
of the fact that man with his will to what is 
ethical cannot; comprehend himself as be- 
longing to what happens in the universe. 

Arthur Schopenhauer (1788-1860) is pre- 
disposed and predetermined, continued Dr. 
Schweitzer, towards pessimism. ‘That is why 
in “The World as Will and Idea’’ (1819) he 
sets forth the great difficulties that. he in our 
way if we seek to understand the universe in 
far more detail than does Leibnitz. But he 
speaks as the advocate of pessimism. And his 
pessimism has not resulted from the failure 
of the attempt to bring ethical activity into 
harmony: with knowledge of the world. This 
will to ethical activity is foreign to his morbid 
disposition." — 


REASONS FOR PESSIMISM 


The Buddha’s reasons for pessimism: are 
almost more disappointing than Schopen- 
hauer’s. According to him the individual 
simply establishes the fact that his existence 
connotes suffering. .' To be born is suffering, 
to grow older is suffering, to die is suffering, 
to be united to what one does not love is 
suffering, to be parted from what one loves 
is suffering, not to attain to what one den 
after is suffering '—so it runs in his famous 
sermon at Benares. But the profoundest 
motive for despairing of the world, the ethical 
motive, hardly plays any part with him. - 

Here there arises the question: what in- 
fluence the broadening, and deepening of 
knowledge exercises on thoug:t? Does this 
tend to further thought, or is it only a 
manifestation of the difficulties? The answer 
is: both at the same time. i 

The whole previous view of the universe is 
overthrown by the discoveries in astronomy 
and physics of Copernicus (1473-1543), Kepler 
(1571-1630), and Galileo (1564-1642). he 
lights in the vault of hea en are recognised 
ai corporeal worlds. The infinity of the 
universe becomes manifest. And men begin 
to see that the forces at work in the world 
follow immutable and wonderful laws. 
Through these discoveries thought really 
ought to have been revolutionised. For it 
was by no means familiar with the idea of 
an infinity of worlds, but was accustomed to 
regard the earth as the centre and main con- 
cern of the universe. 

But it does nothing at all to confront the 
situation created by the new cosmology, said 
Dr. Schweitzer. It accepts that cosmology 
and endeavours to ignore the weighty conse- 
quences. What suits it in the new know- 
ledge it makes its own—namely, the recog- 
rition that law and harmony govern the 
universe.- It maintains towards the universe 
an attitude of contemplation and admiration, 
as Giordario Bruno (1548-1600) had already 
done, but it does not ask the great question : 
what is the significance of the sthical activity 
of man upon an earth which is not the prin- 
cipal thing in the universe, but only a little 
speck of dust within it? 


SCIENCE AND LIFE 


Nor do Kant, Fichte and Hegel deal with 
this question. So far as natural science is 
concerned their position in face of the 
universe is that of Copernicus, Kepler and 
Galileo, but their. philgsophy practically 
remains the same as that of Thomas Aquinas! 
Right down to the present day thought has 
not mastered the problem set before it by 
the new cosmology. It has not even admitted 
to itself how lard this problem is, especially 
in relation to ethics. 

But, at the same time, the progress of 
knowledge means an enrichment and deepen- 
ing of thought. Science does not give us 
the explanation of the world which we would 
gladly receive from it. But it leads us 


deeper into the secret of existence and life. 


The. telescope creates difficulties for the 
thinker; the microscope helps him, for it 
deepens his knowledge of life, Through the 
aid of the microscope we learn that the life 
which is related to our own life goes much 
further than we suspected. The mystery of 
the unity of our life with the life found in 
the world grows deeper. The larger 
knowledge has relationship with the ethical 
idea and the mysticism within us. For ethics 
is consciousness of our being one with other 
life and hence one with the wniverse. Since 
our unity with the life that is in the world 
is at the same tine unity with the universe, 
a being one with it. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH 
ROCKET POST 


Bé soin) Sheráieeie 
VARYING SUCCESSES 


India may have a rocket post, by which 
the mail would be shot from place to place 
by projectiles, if experiments being carried 
tl near Calcutta are successful, writes 
uter. 

So far, however, the hopes of the experi- 
menter, Mr. 8. H. Smith, honorary secretary 
of the Indian Air Mail Society, have not 
been fully realised. He has attempted to 
rocket letters from shin to shore and shore 
to ship in the neighbourhood of Saugor Island, 
about 81 miles from Calcutta. 

The first rocket, containing 173 despatches, 
was fired unsuccessfully from the deck of the 
vessel Pansy by Captain C. H. Potten. The 
rocket, manufactured in Calcutta, exploded 
in mid-air, and the letters were scattered over 
the sea. Only three wore recovered. 

Later a rocket was fired on. the island, and 
220 deswatches were carried. wing to the 
experimenter’s unfamiliarity with the type of 
pro‘ectile ysed—it was of . British manufac- 
ture—the flight was only 122 yards across a 
creek and it failed to reach the ship. Shortly 
afterwards an attempt was made to fire a 
rocket containing 135 letters from the Sema- 
phore Station on Saugor Island to the deck 
of a ship.

LECTURE ON NAVAL 
CONSTRUCTION 


HE third Andrew Laing Memorial Lec- 
ii ture, delivered recent] = Sir Arthur W. 
Johns, K.C.B., the Director of Naval 
Construction, on the subject of “ Progress in 
Naval’ Construction,” which was designed to 
cover approximately the period of the late 
Mr. Andrew Laing’s active association with 
shipbuilding and marine engineering, is a 
notable example of the skilful marshalling of 
facts and their display in true preportion. 
The early nineteenth century produced so 
many good reasons for centennial celebrations 
that there has been no dearth of historical 
lectures in recent years, but few of them have 
so effectively conveyed a sense of scale as 
does Sir Arthur Johns’s review of naval con- 
struction. Especially does’ it bring into 
rominetice the rapidity of the transformation 
induced by the application of modern science 
to the means and the methods of naval war- 
fare. The Great War ruled such a definite 
line across the experience of all who had 
reached manhood before 1914 that it is almost 
surprising to be reminded that the whole story 
of steel as a shipbuilding material is saill 
within the compass of one man’s recollection, 
and that the entire history of steam navies 
can be spanned by no more than two lives of 
normal duration. 


THE STEAM TURBINE 


The marine steam turbine has now a record 
of thirty years’ service in warships, but is 
still regarded as essentially a modern mode 
of propulsion; yet, only another thirty years 

reviously there were ships in the yal 
Neve which could make as good speed under 
sail alone, as their best trial performance 
under steam. The destroyer had come into 
being before scuare rig was. finally aban- 
doned, and a few ships in the Reserve re- 
tained their muzzle-loading main armament 
into the twentieth century. 

Of the many striking contrasts presented 
in the lecture, there were few to equal the 
comparison with which it opens, of the 
tonnage and horse power of the fighting 
Navy of 1874 with those of the Navy of to- 
day. The number of vessels is about the 
same, 350; and the tonnage has increased, in 
the aggregate, by about per cent. More 
remarkable than the tonnage, however, is the 
advance in total and in relative horse power. 
The total has risen from 590,000 h.p. in 
1874 to 9,500,000 h.p. at the present time, 
an increase of sixteen times. Expressing 
these values as horse power per ton of dis- 
placement, the ratio is seen to have risen 
to more than ten times its 1874 proportion, 
the figure then being 0.715 h.p. per ton, as 
compared with the present value of 7.45. 


SPEED OF CONSTRUCTION 


Speed of construction, as well as speed at 
sea, has been accelerated to a degree difficult 
to realise without actual figures. Sir Nathaniel 
Barnaby succeeded Sir Edward Reed as Chief 
Constructor in 1870... His first design, the 
Inflexible (“iron turret ship armour plated,” 
as Sir Arthur Johns quotes from the Navy 
List), was laid down in February, 1874, and 
only completed in October, 1881—with a main 
armament of four 16-inch muzzle-loaders ; only 
twenty-five years, to the month, before the 
Dreadnaught, with her ten 12-inch guns, 
began her trials after being just a year in 
building (although somewhat longer in pre- 
paration). While some part of the delay may 
have been Attributable to troubles with the 
early steels, it does not seem that this can 
have been largely accountable ; as previous 
Dreadnought (ex-Fury) was built of iron 
throughout; but was nearly nine years in 
buildi 

In a comparison of technical achievements 
after an interval of sixty years, it is, per- 
haps, hardly’ reasonable to pay any close | 
attention to the duration of the building ro- 
cess, Since this is affected by other than 
purely technical considerations, Unless and 
until naval expenditure can be divorced from 
political expediency, the rate of construction 
must always be a function of the tension in 
the purse-strings; but, finance and politics 
apart, improved tools and processes have pro- 
hably reduced the ‘‘normal”’ time of building 


by sixty per cent. in the course of as many 


years, in spite of the greater size of the units 
and the immeasurably greater complexity of 
its internal arrangements. |

introduced into India by air traffic is 
expressed in a health bulletin by the 
director of the Malaria Survey of India at 
Kasauli (Punjab), Lieutenant-Colonel J. A. 
Sinton, writes Reuter from Calcutta. . 
“There is no doubt,” he states, '' that, 
with the great development in air traffic 
during recent years, the chances have greatly 
increased that yellow fever might be intro- 
duced into India im the future. While the 
virus of yellow fever is apparently absent 
from India, ‘the conditions for its spread, if 
introduced, are favourable in the highest 
degree.” 


 POTENTIAL CARRIERS 


The bulletin explains that there are at 
present in India “large and beag! spread 
numbers not only of the most dangerous 
carrier of yellow fever the Aedes Aegypts 
mosquito, but also of several potential carriers. 
The chief danger from such mosquitoes, more 
particularly from the jungle-haunting species, 
appears to be that they may spread the 
isease to monkeys. Such an occurrence would 
give rise to a very dangerous potential 
reservoir of the disease which it might be 
almost impossible to stamp out.” 


FEW PORTS SUGGESTED 


Colonel Sinton suggests that as few 

of entry for foreign aircraft as possible should 
be sanctioned. “ Karachi is the only port of 
entry which appears dangerous at the 
moment,” he says. “If, however, the 
disease should spread to other areas, 
especially further east, or if new air 
routes be opened wp by the present 
rapid development of air traffic, it may. be 
necessary to provide other ‘anti-amaryl’ 
which the traffic from in- 
fe areas can enter India. The number 
of these should, however, be an absolute 
minimum.’’ 


MOSQUITO-PROOF ’PLANES 


He suggests medical inspections, as well as 
vaccination, of passengers and crew. In the 
case of aircraft coming to India from sus- 

areas of infection, in addition to the 
inspections at embarkation and at arrival, 
another inspection should be made at the 
time of embarkation at some airport not 
more than one day’s journey from the port 
of entry in India. 

To prevent the introduction of the virus 
by infected insects Colonel Sinton suggests: 

Anti-mosquito measures at ports of embar- 
kation on the route and at ports. of entry in 
infectible areas ; 

All international airports in infected 
countries should be rendered mosquito-free ; 

There should be mosquito-proof aircraft 
and hangars ; 

The carrying by all machines of anti- 
mosquito spraying guns, which should be 
used once or twice on long journeys; and 

Complete fumigation of ail aircraft every 
few months, as in the case of ships.

VALUK OF 
APATITE 


A SOVIET INDUSTRY 


VAST industry, it is stated in the 
monthly review issued by Moscow 
Narodny Bank, Ltd., has 
arisen in the far north of the U.SS.R., 150 
kilometres north of the Arctic Cirele, in an 
area which a few years ago was an entire 
waste without a single human habitation. The 
discovery of rich deposits of apatite was 
responsible for the transformation of the 
waste land into a busy industrial centre. 
Though there are many ponignse deposits 
in the Soviet Union, the low quality of the 
mineral and their remote location made ex- 
Russia was, there- 
fore, forced until recently to import phos- 
phate fertilisers from abroad, The volume of 
the imports grew from year to year though 
the comparatively high price. of the imported 
product prevented its wider utilisation in 
agriculture. In 1912 some 46,000 tons of 
phosphates were imported while in 1929 it 
increased to 78,000 tons. 7 


WHOLE POSITION CHANGED 


The exploitation of the Khibin apatites has 
changed the whole position as far as imports 
are concerned. As a result of the combined 
effort of scientific and technical thought and 
the special endeavour of the Soviet Govern- 
mént ‘supported by the heroism of the 
workers, it was possible in a short time to 
start great quarries in the Khibin Mountains, 
to establish a powerful flotation factory for 
the: legge of apatite concentrates and a 
number of other enterprises for the chemical 
utilisation of the mineral. . The first section 
of the huge plant to produce 250,000 tons of 
concentrates from the apatites. has now been 
successfully working for a year, whilst the 
possibilities for the use of apatite are very 
extensive and constantly extending. On the 
former waste land a new industrial city has 
arisen with more than 100,000 people. 


RAW MATERIAL DEPOSITS 


In 1926 the. known reserves of the raw 
material for the production of phosphates 
were estimated at forty million tons, and by 
1931, as a result of the various investiga- 
tions, the deposits were estimated at 1,900 
million tons—a thirty-fold increase. 

Apatite is a phosphate mineral with 
special, rarely encountered properties. It is 
considered one of the most valuable raw 
materials for the production of super- 
Ea and highly concentrated fertilisers. 

ese apatites are at present judged the best 
phosphate fertilisers in the world, as the 
percentage of triocalcium hate in them 
is the highest in the world—viz., from 60 to 
85 per cent.—while the mineral mined in 
Morocco, which is the second best, only pos- 
sesses from 75 to 77 per cent. 

Apatite ore possesses the disadvantage, as 
far as its utilisation in the super-phosphate. 
industry is concerned, that it is big, hard 
and dense, and requires therefore to 
crushed first. But these peculiarities make it 
even more valuable for metallurgical pur- 
poses. It contains in addition little moisture 
and practically no sulphate, qualities which 
place it above all phéuphalan for metallurgical 
purposes. | 


IMPROVED TRANSPORT 


Because of its high quality Soviet apatite 
has been a highly prized product on the 
world market. At first transportation was a 
difficulty, but at nt this obstacle is being 
rapidly overcome, The construction of the 
Baltic-White Sea Canal provides a cheap 
water road for the shipment. of the mineral. 

There aré only limited supplies of phos- 

hates in the world, the largest outside the 

viet Union being those of the United 
States and France (Morocco, Tunis, Algiers), 


CHIEF FOREIGN CONSUMER 


The chief fo ‘consumer of apatite is the 
phosphoric iron industry, which uses apatite 
in the form of ore. . The export of con- 
centrated apatite, however, is growing at a 
faster rate than the export.of the ove. While 
the e of ore increased from 62,111 tons 
in 1 to 193,125 tons in 1933 (an increase 
by 210 per cent.), that of the concentrates 
has shown an increase during the same 
period from 21,603 to 100,737 tons, an 
increase by 360 per cent, In the first half of 
the current year the export was 105,560 tons 
of ore and 64,064 tons of concentrates. i 
. Germany and Belgium are so far the prin- 
cipal consumers of apatite where i: is used 
in the production of phosphoric iron. The 
export of phosphates to France is also in- 
creasing, as she imported only 600 tons of 
ore and 110 tons of concentrates in 1932, but 
increased her imports in 1933 to 17,871 tons 
of, ore and 2,950 tons of coneentrates.

A N interesting insight into the training 


which young Germans, between the 

ages of 10 and 14, are receiving under 
National-Socialist rule is given in a review, 
published in the ‘Friends of Europe” 
monthly survey of German publications of a 
handbook for the junior sections of Hitler 
Youth, which has just been issued by the 
Reich Leadership of Youth. 

The predecessor of this book was the 
‘* Deutscher Jungendienst ’’ (German Boys’ 
Service), the handbook for the military train- 
ing of the Hitler Youth. The Reich er- 
ship of Youth has now issued a similar 
handbook for the military training of the | 
‘* Jungvolk,’’ the junior section of the Hitler 
Youth.. To this ‘‘ Jungvolk”’ belong all boys 
of the age from 10-14, while those from 
14-18 are organised in the Hitler Youth. 
The members of the ‘“Jungvolk” are 
organised, uniformed and trained along the 
same military lines as the Hitler Youth and 
the Storm Troopers. They have the same 
order of rank, the same commanders and sub- 
commanders, the same stripes and stars. 


‘**GERMANY IS WATCHING” 


The foreword to the book has been written 
by Reich Youth Leader Baldur von Schirach. 


It reads as follows :— 


My dear Lad! 

With this book. you: are being gy ate to 
us. It contains everything which concerns 
your fhysical training. Don’t let it remain 
mere print, but turn it into practice. You 
have begun to serve Germany at an earlier 
age than ‘former generations. Millions of 
young Germans think as you do. It is be- 
cause we want to become a people of men 
that we are standing now in the ranks as 
boys, doing our duty, Í expect you to prove 

ourself worthy of the trust with which you 
sg been endowed by Adolí Hitler, and that 
you will be conscious of the honour which the 
service means even for the smallest boy. 
Germany is watchiag you! 
Heil Hitler! 
Yours, 
Baldur von Schirach. 


MILITARY TRAINING 


The book has a markedly militaristic ten- 
dency, and the sixth chapter contains a full 
course of military drill for the individual and 
the unit. There is much about military com- 
mands and orders, saluting the superior and 
the flag, reporting, inspection, parading and 
so on. . 

The next chapter: “Field Service’’ starts 
with instruction with the aid of natural 
phenomena (sun, moon, stars, etc.) and then. 
with technical instruments (compass 
maps). General Staff maps (1:100,000) play 
their part, and the SR are taught, how to 
use them with and without a compass. Next 
we get thoroughly acguainted with the sketch- 
ing of territory. Then come the recognition 
and placing of objects and targets, judging 
of distances. After learning how to describe 
territory, the boys are told how to put it to 
use (in a military style, of course). So it 
goes on, page after page: Camouflaging (of 
men and objects) ; deception; sham positions ; 
sham actions; military reporting; despatches ; 
patrolling; reconnoitring; covering (on the 
march and when camping) ; outposts; signal- 
ling (with acoustic, optical and technical 
means), etc. ete. 

A special chapter deals with the carrying 
out of all these exercises at night. 


A SYSTEMATIC PLAN 


The book as a whole provides a systematic 
plan for the preliminary military-training of 
undreds of thousands of young German Po 
from the ages of 10 to iq and no attempt 
whatever is made to conceal the fact. Here 
are quotations which are typical of the spirit 
of the book :— 

“ EXERCISE : | 

“The unit advances from a small wood 
towards a flat hill. On top of the hill are 
lying three boys who are to.observe the 
advance of their comrades. At first the 
attackers can proceed upright through the 
undergrowth of the forest. "Then they reach 
the end of the wood, after which they have 
small shrubs only for cover. They have now 
to Jump. forward in a crouching position with 
short quick jumps, but unseen!

CONTEMPT OF 
COURT 


SEQUEL TO RECENT 
ACTION

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Wilham Edmiston Crawford, 41-42 Dawson 
street, Dubhn, Fellow of the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants in Ireland, and secre- 
tary of that Institute, appeared in answer to 
an appheation made by the Attorney-General 
on 25rd inst. that he should be called upon 
to show cause why he should not be dealt 


with for contempt of court in con- 
nection with a letter written and pub- 
lished during the hearing of an action, 
The action was one in which Messrs. 


Lovell and Christmas, of Smithfield, London, 
claimed damages for alleged fraudulent mis- 
representation affecting the value of shares 
in the Newmarket Dairy Co. Two of the 
defendants in the action were Alex, Joseph 
Magennis and Charles Patrick McCarthy, 
trading as A. J. Magennis and Co., 50 South 
Mall. Cork, who, as auditors of the New- 
market Dairy Co., were alleged to have been 
concerned. Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C., in 
his opening address for the plaintiffs, de- 
scribed Messrs. Magennis and McCarthy as 
‘chartered accountants.’’ This was giveh in 
the newspaper reports of the proceedings, 
and the plaintiffs were so described in them. 
On the appearance of the report Mr. Craw- 
‘ord wrote a letter to the newspapers, stating 
that Messrs. Magennis and McCarthy were 
not ‘‘ chartered accountants.”’ 

When the action closed on Thursday last 
by a complete withdrawal of all charges 
igainst the defendants and a consent to 
udgment with costs in their favour, the 
\ttorney-General made the application in re- 
spect of Mr. Crawford’s letter. 

Mr. A. K. Overend, K.C., and Mr. T. G. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. D. and T. 
Fitzgerald) appeared for Mr. Crawford. 

In an affidavit read by counsel, William E. 
Crawford stated that he had been greatly 

| surprised to see his letter in print. He had 

i not had the slightest intention at any time 

| of doing anything which could in any way 
e calculated to interfere with the course of 

, justice or be capable of being considered as 
a contempt of court, and if, in the opinion 
of the Court, anything which he had done 
amounted to a contempt of court, he desired 
to make the most full and ample apology. 
By a resolution of 9th August, 1932, the 
council of the Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants in Ireland directed that, if a person 
was wrongly described as a chartered ac- 
countant in a Press report, the secretary 
should write asking that corrections be pub- 
lished in subsequent issues. In pursuance of 
that resolution, he had written on various 
oceasions to the editors of newspapers, but 
on no previous occasion had his letter or 
any extract from it appeared in any news- 
paper. 


NO DISPARAGEMENT 


On 20th inst. he read a report in the 
Dublin daily newspapers of the proceedings 
in the action mentioned, and saw that Messrs. 
Alex. Joseph Magennis and Charles Patrick 
McCarthy were described as ‘‘ chartered 
accountants,”’. and that counsel for the plain- 
tifis was reported as having so described 
them. As neither of the two defendants was 
a member of the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants in Ireland or of any of the other 
similarly named Institutes in England, Scot- 
land or Wales, he immediately communicated 
with the plaintiffs’ advisers and requested 
them to have the error corrected. He re- 


mained in court until 115 p.m. on “20th 
November, but no statement was mace by 
counsel with reference to the matter, and he 
was later informed by a member of the 
council that no such statement was made 
before the Court rose. He then wrote to the 
ecitors of the newspapers so that they should 
correct and should not repeat in-their subse- 
quent reports the erroneous description of 
the defendants, but he did not anticipate that 
either the whole or part of his letter would 
be published. 

The affidavit “further set out that the 

‘Attorney-General seemed to have been under 
the impression that he had suggested that the 
defendants had misdescribed themselves as 
chartered accountants. No such. imputation 
was made or intended, nor was there any 
foundation for the suggestion that he in- 
tended to disparage the defendants in any 
way. ‘‘The said defendants,’ stated the 
affidavit, “are members of the Society of 
Incorporated Accountants and _ Auditors, 
which is a society consisting of fully-qualified 
accountants, having a large membership, and 
which is equally anxious that persons who 
are not members of their Society should not 
be described as such. The most amicable 
relations exist between the said Society of 
Incorporated Accountants and Auditors and 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants in 
Ireland, who work together harmoniously in 
all matters relating to the interest of the 
rofession.”’ 
) Mr. Overend said that Mr. Crawford’s sole 
desire was to correct an erroneous statement 
made at the very outset of the report about 
the description of the parties, and his letter 
was never intended for publication, 


MIGHT HAVE WAITED 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that Mr. Crawford 
might have waited until the action had con- 
cluded. The serious aspect of the case was 
that the letter was written and published 
while the jury were considering whether “he 
defendants were guilty of fraud. 

Mr. Overend asked how a mis-statement 
of fact made during the conduct of a case 
to be corrected. People who might 
regard a correction as of some importance to 
them could not, he said, send counsel to buzz 
into the case, as that might be regarded as 
an impertinence. Were people then bound 
to stand by and see the mis-statement re- 
peated day after day in the Press throughout 
the hearing of a long case without any 
means of correcting it? There was no sug- 

estion in Mr. Crawford’s letter that Messrs. 
Mazennis and McCarthy were not fully 
qualified, or that they had misdescribed them- 
elves, and it was perfectly clear that there 

no intention whatever to do anything 
ong or te interfere with or to prejudice 
the trial.

CONTEMPT 


Mr. Justice Hanna, giving judgment, said 
that it was clearly a contempt of Court to 
write and publish during the pendency and 
hearing of an action comments on any of the 
parties, calculated to affect the free course of 
justice. Two of the defendants in this case 
were Mr. Magennis and Mr. McCarthy, carry- 
ing on business in Cork. The case against 
them was that in the preparation of certain 
accounts they had been guilty of conspiracy 


that could be conceived against public accoun- 
tants upon whose integrity their whole repu- 
tation and status depended. They have been 
soars vindicated by the consent entered 
into, 

In all their accounts these two defend- 
ants described themselves as ‘‘ incorporated 
accountants,’’ but in the opening statement 
by counsel for their opponents they were once 
inadvertently referred to as ‘‘ chartered 
accountants.’’ The two defendants at no time 
claimed to be ‘‘ chartered accountants.’’ Not- 
withstanding that the character of these two 
gentlemen was at stake before the jury, Mr. 
Crawford, who is Secretary of the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants, took advantage of 
this casual slip by counsel, and as far as 
he knew without any inquiry regarding the 
defendants’ attitude, to write and have 
published the letter complained of, informing 
the public and incidentally the jury, that 
these gentlemen were not chartered account- 
ants, and availing himself of the opportunity 
to exploit his own institute. This letter was 
calculated to convey the impression that 


Messrs. Magennis and McCarthy were 
in some way disparaged by not being 
members of the institute, and might 


have affected the minds of some of the jury. 
Any person could follow the occupation or 
vocation of an accountant. The law imposed 
no qualification, but there were several in- 
stitutes to which those following the occu- 
pation of accountant might belong, or 
through which they might acquire certain 
qualifications. 

Anyone in business or in the legal 
profession knew the jealous care with 
which the members of the Institute of Char- 
tered Accountants protected and checked the 
use of the term “chartered accountant ”’ 
when applied to non-members. He was glad 
to say that the chartered accountants did not 
claim to be the aristocrats of accountancy, 
and that all other accountants were a poor 
lot. The differences must not, however, be 
projected into the arena of trial by jury, and 
certainly not by a method calculated to throw 
a slight on one of the parties. These two 
defendants at no time made a claim to be 
chartered accountants or to be other than 
‘“‘ incorporated accountants,”’ and he held that 
the letter written by Mr. Crawford during the 
hearing was an act calculated to interfere 
with the course of justice, and he, accord- 
ingly, adjudged it a contempt of court, and 
also, in the circumstances, petty and uncalled 
for. Finally, Mr. Justice Hanna said that- 
he thought that the justice of the case could 
be met by the censure of the court on Mr. 
Crawford, and ordering him to pay the costs 
of the defendants.

LEGACY TO A NIECE 
HO 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Judgment was delivered in a case in which 
the plaintiff, Miss Dorothea M. Hodgins, of 
Adelaide road, Glenageary, sought as execu- 
trix a determination of a codicil of the will 
of the late Stephen Hynes, formerly of Glena- 
geary, by which he bequeathed to her a sum 
of £360, with interest, which he had in the 
Post Office Savings’ Bank, in addition to a 
legacy of £200 left to her in the will dated 
13th October, 1932, two days before the date 
of the codicil. The plaintiff is a niece of 
the testator, and the defendant, Miss Mary 
Guinan, of Belmont, Offaly, is a grand-niece, 
To the latter the testator left £100. The 
estate was stated to consist of assets valued 
at about £2,000. Before his death testator’s 
money in the Post Office Savings’ Bank had 
accumulated to £849, and he had transferred 
it to the Royal Bank. His Savings’ Bank 
book had been lost, but was found later and 
lodged with a solicitor. At the time of his 
death the testator had no money in the Post 
Office Savings’ Bank. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that in the state 
of the law and in the light of the evidence 
that had been given he should declare that 
the plaintiff was entitled to be paid the 
legacy of £360, in addition to that of £200.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT 


BLOOD FEUD ~ 
ALLEGED — 
MURDER CHARGE 
FROM GAELTACHT 


A CAROUSE ON 
POTEEN 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN ) 


EAMUS O’MULLAIN, a native of the Gal- 
S way Uaeltacht, was charged with having 
murdered Stephen Conroy at Lettermore, 
Co. Galway, on August 25. ‘The accused 
man, who pleaded not guilty, does not speak 
English, and the evidence for the prosecution 
was given in Irish, Mr. Micheal O Beaglaoich 
acting as uterpreter. There are about forty 
witnesses for the prosecution. 

Mr. Thomas O’Dounell, K.C., and Mr. 
Seamas C. Kiely, T.D. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. 

Mr. J. C. Conroy, M.A., LL.B. (instructed 
by Mr. J. C. O'Donnell, Galway), was as- 
signed for the defence. 

r. T. O'Donnell, who presented the case 
to the jury, said that the accused man was 
charged with having attacked Stephen Con- 
roy and wounded him so seriously that he died 
on August 28 The deceased man was a young 
man who had had a long-standing feud with 
the accused man, and this feud involved also-a 
brother of the deceased man. In Jure last 
the aceused man had been heard to say: “ If 
1 don’t get satisfaction off the one I will get 
it off the other.” Two months afterwards 
Conroy was killed. When the jury had heard 
the case, with all its unpleasant details, they 
would be ashamed that such a thing could 
happen in a Christian country. To those of

FATHER’S EVIDENCE 


Patrick Conroy stated that on 25th August 
he was cutting corn with his son Stephen, 
aged 20. His son left in the evening, and 
witness next saw him in a neighbour's house 
lying on the floor His ear was split and 
blood flowed from his mouth. Witness spoke 
to him, and he was scarcely able to reply. 
His son walked home with him that evening, 
but was weak, and had to sit down some- 
times. They got a pillow and put some 
clothes under him, and he lay near the fire 
that night, but dil not sleep. The doctor 
sent Stephen to hospital. itness did not 
see his son alive after that. 

Cross-examined—His son was ravin 
being taken to hospita: and had to 
to the stretcher in the ambulance. 

Mrs. Una Conroy, wife of the previous 
witness and mother of the late Stephen 
Conroy, said that on the evening of the 25th 
August her son met Colm’ O'Sullivan and 
Michael Kenneally, and gi walked along 
the road. The next time she saw ry ie 
was after midnight, when she saw him lying 
in the house of Colm gy Gg ee He was 
injured, as described by her husband. — It 
was McDonagh’s two daughters who sent for 
her. On the way. one of the girls found 
portion of a vest, which was picked up where 
a fight had occurred.

Colm O'Sullivan stated that, with Michael 
Kenneally, he called for Stephen Conroy on 
August The three of them went to John

Seamus Keane and Patrick Faherty (son of 
Marcus Faherty) gave evidence as to the 
drinking of the poteen. 

Michael McDonagh stated that the accused 
man worked for him om the 25th August 
up to nearly sunset. 

Michael Nee stated that he saw Mullins 
near his own house on the evening of 26th 
August. Witness said that the Guards were 
looking for him, and Mullins said that he 
would give himself up that evening. Witness 
walked as far as the barrack with him. 


LYING ON THE ROAD 
' Margaret McDonagh stated that she had 
been out visiting with her sister on the 
evening of August 25th. When returning 
home they saw Stephen Conroy lying on the 
roadside. They brought him to her own 
house and washed the blood off his face. A 
bicycle was lying on the road near by. 

Michael Nee; a boy, admitted having made 
a statement to the Guards which was not 
true. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan refused to allow wit- 
ness to be cross-examined by prosecuting 
counsel as a hostile witness. 

All the witnesses gave their evidence in 
Irish. 

The hearing of the case was adjourned until 
this morning at 10.20, the jury being locked 
up for the night. 


FUNERAL OF MR. M. McDONOGH, 
T.D. 


Impressive scenes marked the funeral of 
the late Mr. Martin McDonogh, which took 
place yesterday to Forthill Cemetery, Galway, 
after Solemn High Mass in St. Joseph's 
Church. The coffin was carried to the wait- 
ing motor-hearse by employés of the various 
local firms in which the late Mr. McDonogh 
was interested. Headed by twenty-eight 
clergy and followed by 110 motor cars, the 
enormous cortége proceeded to the Forthill 
Cemetery. All the business houses along the 
route were closed and shuttered, The vessels 
in the dock, including two British boats, the 
Hon. E. Guinness’s yacht, and other merchant 
trading boats, flew their flags at half-mast. 
Over 700 workers, drawn from the firm of 
Thomas McDonogh and Sons, marched three- 
deep in the funeral procession,

STRONG PLEA FOR 
MERCY é' 


AMES FINEGAN (29), Castletown road, 
Wundalk, a milkman, was sentenced to 
fifteen months’ imprisonment by the 

idilitary ‘Iribunal yesterday. He pleaded 
uilty to the possession, unlawfully and with 
intent to endanger life, of: One Thompson 
machine-gun, two Parabellum automatic 
pistols, one colt .45 revolver, two .ó2 re- 
volvers, two grenades, 65 rounds of Thomp- 
son machine-gun ammunition, 66 rounds of 


revolver ammunition, two rounds .32 revolver 
ammunition, and 19 rounds of 9 m.m. revolver 
ammunition. 

Mr. J. O’Brien prosecuted for the 
Attorney-General (instructed by Mr. J. 8. 
O'Connor, solicitor); Mr. M. C. Mallen, 
solicitor, defended. 


PLEA OF GUILTY 


Mr. Mullen said that James Finnegan had 
been a soldier all his life. He was apprenticed 
to arms at the aged of twelve, when he 


joined the Fianna Boy Scouts. At 16, when 
most of his school chums were wrestling with 
problems in Euclid, Finnegan was obeying 


the call of his country, and learning the pro- 
fession of arms. His record with the national 
movement continued down to the year 1924, 
when he was last imprisoned, and he con- 
sidered he was entitled still to be a member 
of the Irish Republican Army. He continued 
as such from 1 until ten years later, when 
dissension occurred in the ranks of the LR A, 
As a result of this dissensien certain serious 
allegations were made comin) t the prisoner, 
and he felt he was entitled to be heard and 
demanded an inquiry of the LR.A. An 
inquiry was refused him. He was battalion 
quartermaster for Dundalk, and so was m 
possession of a quantity of arms. He refused 
to hand over these arms to the I.R.A. when 
the inquiry was refused, and as a result he 
figured in a sensational kidnapping outrage, - 
of which he was the victim. 

“That,” continued Mr. Mullen “‘ brought 
home to him fully the serious results which 
follow on his present life. He realises that 
he is inflicting injuries on others, that whilst 
carrying on with his poems course of con- 
duct, in being a member of the I.R.A., the 
chief sufferers are his wife and family. He 
has suffered himself by being imprisoned 
many times, and has suffered at least the 
equivalent of three years’ sentences in Arbour 
Hill or any other prison by being imprisoned 
for one week, which he suffered when recently 
kidnapped. 

‘It may be allegéd that Finnegan is a 
dangerous man, being in possession of these 
arms. He has not previously been before 
any tribunal or jury on any charge in which 
arms figured. It cannot be said that he 
went around bullying people by the use of 
the gun. He has never taken a drink in his 
life, and is not, therefore, liable to lose con- 
trol of himself. 


MERCY OF THE COURT 


“Down to the present time he has given 
all his life to the service of his country, 
according to his beliefs. It is now that he 
fully realises that he is on the wrong path. 
He is determined to leave aside these 
allegiances, and to sever his connection with 
any movement for ever—to devote all his 
time to his wife and his young family and 
to build up his business. It may be sug- 
gested that Finnegan should be interned for 
a period—that his activities warrant it. No 
mg indication could be given of a man’s 
ona fides than that he has thrown himself 
on the mercy of the Court. Finnegan is pre- 
pared to sign any bail, in £50 or £100. 
suggest that a suspensory sentence might be 
seriously considered, and that, in any event, 
his plea should be give a very merciful 
hearing.” 

Mr, O'Brien said that it was unfortunate 
that.a man who bad given good service to 
the independence movement should find him- 
self in that unfortunate position. Mention 
had been made of his connection’ with the 
Irish Republican “Army, but they had no 
official notice of that. His dealings with the 
associations to which he belonged did not 
concern the Court. 

Superintendent McDonagh, in charge of 
the Dundalk area, said that Finnegan had 
been imprisoned in 1924 in connection with 
an anti-Treaty offence. 


KIDNAPPED 


He escaped from Dundalk Jail at that 
time, He went out of Ireland for a short 
time, and on returning continued with the 
I.R.A., and in 1927 was sppointed battalion 
quartermaster. Some time after he was 
released from Arbour Hill, te which he had 
been committed for refusal to sign bail bonds, 
as ordered by the Tribunal, some trouble 
arose between Finnegan and the LR.A. He 
was kidnapped, and from the time of his 
escape until the time of his arrest on the 
present charges he had been under police 
protection. He was the owner of a small 
shop and dairy, and had a wife and four 
young children. 

Mr. O’Brien—Apart from his association 
with the national movement, have you any- 
thing against the prisoner’s character ? 

The Superintendent—He has been : uspected 
of being concerned in several matters, 

To the President—He has only the 
Tribunal’s conviction recorded against him. 

Commandant Stapleton, an Army expert, 
gave evidence regarding the ‘ armoury,” 
which was exhibited in court. Half the arms, 
he said, were not functioning. 

The Tribunal imposed the sentence stated, 
and ordered the arms and ammunition to be 


forfeited.

DEBT-COLLECTING 
LETTER 


HERE were practising in the Free State 
480 solicitors who were not members 
of the society, said Mr. J. J. Lynch 

(president) at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the Incorporated Law Society held in the 
Four Courts, Dublin, yesterday. He was 
pleased, he said, to see that the membership 
of the society had increased somewhat over 
former years, but he felt that a great deal 
yet remained to be done to make the society-— 
as it should be—co-extensive with the pro- 
fession.  lt could not be described as such 
while one practising solicitor out of every 
three was outside the fold. 
Dealing with the accommodation which the 
society had at the Four Courts, he said they 
had now a library complete with legal text 
books of every description, including all the 
reports from 1843 to date. They were avail- 
able on loan to members in all parts of the 
country. 


NEED OF LAW BOOKS 

The Council had under consideration for 
some time past the want of law books to meet 
the requirements of pvactitioners in the 
Circuit and District Courts. That was a 
matter that concerned the Bar just as much 
as them, and a report from a joint committee 
of the Council and the Bar had been sub- 
mitted tu the Minister for Justice so far back 
as duly, 1933. The Minister had requested 
further information as to the cost of produc- 
tion, and, although that information was 
furnished, the matter was still before the 
Council. Pending the passing of the bill to 
amend the Courts of Justice Act they felt 
that it would be undesirable to take any 
further immediate action. “As you all 
know,” he continued, “the long expected 
Courts of Justice Bill was read a first time 
some months ago, but, though the legal future 
of this country depends so much upon it, it 
has not yet been printed or made available 
im any form for the public. or the professions 
which are vitally interested in its contents. 
It is generally believed that the bill provides 
for the appointment of two «additional High 
Court judges. If this is so the delay im 
passing it into law is the more unfortunate, 
as one cf the existing High Court judges, 
having received an important temporary 
appointment under the League of Nations, 
must necessarily be absent from his work 
here during the busiest period of the legal 
rear.

That no attention has been paid to the 
death last week of H. Dennis Bradley 
is rather unusual, as not only was he an 
Irishman of parts, but he had many close 
friends in Dublin.

An Urgent Need 


We suggested recently that the admir- 
able survey of Dublin which was made 
some years ago under the auspices of the 
Civics Institute of Ireland should be re- 
published, or, at any rate, made generally 
available to the public. We repeat the 
suggestion to-day. The Town and Regional 
Planning Act now is in force, and it is 
fitting that the people of Dublin should 
know precisely what is wrong with their 
city, in order that they may acquire the 
impetus to set it right. The Civic Insti- 
tute’s survey may not be as accurate as it 
was at the time of publication ; new roads 
have been built in Dublin since then, 
whole colonies of houses have sprung into 
existence, flat bridges have taken the place 
of hump-backed bridges, waste land has 
been turned to the uses of cultivation, and 
profitable land has been suffered to run 
to waste. Nevertheless, the survey must 
retain a very great measure of its old 
value, and its re-issuing, we believe, 
would act as a spur to the speedy re-shap- 
ing of Dublin. It is essential that such 
re-shaping shall be taken in hand at once ; 
for mischief is proceeding apace. Every 
day sees the erection of a new building in 
Dublin, which must be removed at the 
cost of time and money so soon as the city 
is subjected to a planning scheme. The re- 
housing of the poor is admitted by 
everybody to be an urgent necessity, and 
both the Corporation and the Government 
are eager to prosecute it with the utmost 
possible speed. Nothing, however, can be 
done properly, or ought to be attempted, 
until the whole area has been planned, 
unless the promoters are willing to lose a 
mint of money, or, alternatively, to destroy 
their city. 

Some people may think that we harp 
overmuch on. this business of town. 
planning, Our apology, if an apology 
is needed, must be that too little import- 
ance is attached to it by the responsible 
citizens of Dublin. The city has de- 
generated in recent times—not, perhaps, 
at an alarming rate, but rapidly enough 
to induce the belief that it will be a 
thoroughly unattractive city, totally un 
suited for the functions of a metropolis, 
within another ten or twenty years. Let 
any of these hypothetical critics of ours 
walk through the average new suburb, and 
observe how drably ‘‘ standardised”’ it is; 
let him stand outside Trinity College or 
the gate of Dublin Castle, and sympathise 
with the policemen who must guide the 
increasing streams of traffic through the 
‘‘ bottle-necks’’ at those places; let him 
turn twenty paces aside from almost any 
main street and consider the slums, how 
they grow. Then, perhaps, he will admit 
‘that our insistence is not without reason. 
Dublin was built for a leisurely age, an 
age that took small account of the growth 
of a large, poor population, and naturally 
could take no account of fast traffic. As 
a result she must suffer large changes 
before she can be suited to the conditions 
of to-day and to-morrow. Nevertheless, 
her seventeenth-century designers were not 
without prevision, and she is fortunate 
inasmuch as the remodelling necessary to 
transform her to the uses of a modern city 
need not destroy a single one of the 
features that have endeared her to genera- 
tions of citizens and still are the admira- 
tion of visitors. Who can be sure that 
the process of deterioration will not have 
gone too far in another ten or fifteen 
years ? 

England has been almost as slow as 
Ireland to realise the vital need of plan- 
ning schemes before any serious work can 
be applied to re-housing; but, having 
realised 1¢ at last, she is anxious that the 
need shall be fulfilled. Throughout the 


Town Planning Council, which studied the 
problem of housing at length on Saturday, 
the phrase “ town-planning schemes '' 
runs like a lettmotif. There is good cause 
to believe, indeed, that England is alarmed 
by the condition of her larger towns—by 
their. unattractiveness to the eye, as by 
their congestion both of houses and of 
trafic—and wishes to remedy it by bold 
and far-sighted remodelling. Ireland must 
not lag behind England in this respect. 
From the planner’s point of view, Dublin 
has enormous advantages over the majority 
of English cities. She can be transformed 
into a beautiful, healthy and convenient 
city with half the trouble that must be 
expended on them—if (the “if” is vital) 
her authorities are willing to tackle the 
job without delay...

Mhste' sacndct ve éis Aid wah ht: as 
we predicted from the outset, the German 
Government has been worsted in its fight 
against the Evangelical Church. During 
the last few months Reich Bishop Mueller, 
the official head of the National Church, 
has been losing ground steadily. His 
attempts to bully the German pastors into 
‘complete subjection’ have failed almost 
‘everywhere ; ; for the clergy have shown an 
unexpected strength of character, and have 
refused point-blank to obey Dr. Mueller’s 
orders. This attitude of revolt has been 
supported by a very large section of the 
s-| laity. German Protestantism, which had 
been latent for many years, seems to have 
been revived in a remarkable fashion ; and 
the news that crowds in the streets were 
singing Luther’s great hymn, ‘‘ Hin’ Feste 
Burg ist Unser Gott,’? made all students 
of German history realise that Herr Hitler 
and his Reich Bishop had met a force 
against which their tyranny was powerless. 
The Lutheran tradition is intensely strong 
in Germany.. Its evangelical teaching is 
democratic to a degree, and, 
Nazis decided to bring the Church within 
the ambit of their ‘‘ totalitarian ” plans, 
they made the biggest’ mistake of their 
lives. In all parts of Germany the Pro- 
testants revolted. In Bavaria and 
Wirtemberg, both strongly Roman 
Catholic States, the local bishops defied 
Reich Bishop Mueller openly. They were 
supported not only by their own: clergy, 


but also by their Roman Catholic col-. 


leagues; and Cardinal Faulhaber, of 
Munich, probably the most highly-re- 
spected cleric in Germany, made no secret: 
of his entire sympathy with the Protes- 
tants. Whatever else may be said against 
him, Herr Hitler is a man of the people, 
who keeps his ear fairly close to the 
ground. So soon as he realised that the 
Protestant Church was proof against Nazi 
influence, he very wisely decided to cut 
his losses, as it were, and to leave the 
pastors to their own devices. He now has 
withdrawn from the arena, having an- 
nounced that henceforward the Govern- 
ment will observe a strict neutrality 
towards the Evangelical Church. The first 
overt sign of his change of heart is pro- 
vided by the fact that the Government has 
confiscated the official organ of Dr. 
Mueller, the Nazi Primate. This news- 
paper, which is entitled Hrangelitrm im 
Dritten Reich (The Cospel in the Third 
Reich), has been preaching openly a 
policy of violence against the rebellious 
pastors. Martin Luther, it declared the 
other day, did not fight with palm leaves 
or peace. songs ; and it called for vigorous 
action against Dr. Mueller’s opponents. Its 
suppression by the Government indicates 
clearly that Herr Hitler has no further 
intention to support Dr. Mueller m his 
struggle for control of the Church ; and, 
once the Government’s powerful help has 
been withdrawn, the Nazi Primate will 
have small hope of success. It is just 
possible, of course, that Herr Hitler will 
change his policy again when the Saar 
plebiscite has been completed ; but, in the 
meanwhile, the independent Protestants 
in Germany can congratulate themselves 
on a notable victory.

The Soap Addict 


It is generally admitted now that the 
hundred per cent, Aryan is more sensitive 
to the presence of sin than any other 
member of the human race. Minor 
anomalies, such as extensive Sunday 
lunches, do not rouse our crusading spirit, 
but the Nazis regard them as the beginning 
of the end. Thus, a recent report from 
Munich shows what terrifying  conse- 
quences are invoked by having too much 
soap in the, house. A Leipzig millionaire 
was the victim in this particular instance. 
Whether from force of habit, or as a 
manifestation of some hidden phobia, this 
man kept himself stocked with soap in 
enormous, and obviously unnecessary, 
quantities ; and, as a result of this eccen- 
tricity, he became the object of a protest 
meeting held on his doorstep by about five 
thousand persons. Light instrumental 
music was supplied by a military band,

The whole 
incident savours of delirium tremens In 
Ireland, if it were brought to our know-

Then, too, 
even the best soap will improve but little 
with the passage of time, and the possi- 
bility of a vintage year in soaps is too 
remote for consideration, so that there is 
no benefit to be derived from laying down 
a soap cellar, Probably it will be better 
to ignore the whole thing, and concentrate 
on the cattle trade, as supplying more food 
for constructive thought.

PEAKING at Boyle Fair, to-day. Mr. 
Frank MacDermot, T.D., said that 
during the time that he was ill some 
rather deplorable events had been taking 
place in their party.

Mr. MacDermot continued :—During his 
time as leader of the Blue Shirt Part 
General O’Duffy said things with whic 
I completely disagreed, and things I would 
not accept as a policy in any party I be- 
longed to. Since he resigned he has not 
put those things forward, His speeches in 
so far as I read them in the papers are 
completely incoherent. I am not able to 
make out what policy he has got, and I 
am driven to the conclusion that there 
is nothing more or less in it than personal 
pique. At a time when unity is so essen- 
tial General O’Duffy forgets what honours 
were conferred on him in the past—all 
the attempts we made to popularise him 
with the public, to lift him up and make 
him an idol of the Irish people.

I deplore the fact that 
those who ought to know better were pro- 


 Pagating the Blue Shirts as if they were 


something separate and better than a poli- 
tical party. That is all nonsense.

They could no 
more do without experienced men than 
experienced men could do without them. 
If it was proposed, as it had been pro 
mm by some, that the Blue Shirts should

FLIRTING WITH FASCISM

going on in our party. I hated to look 
at our party organ, United Ireland, 
because I a rarely look at it without 
seeing something in it of which I dis- 
approved. I hate scurrility. I don’t 
know whether it has anything to do with 
it, but, now that General O’ Duffy is no 
longer there, that scurrility has dis. 
appeared. - 

There was also too much of what I call 
flirtation with Fascism in it. Mr. 
MacDermot added that he was opposed 
to any corporative system taking the place 
of parliamentary government, and when 
he read a speech of General O’ Duffy’s at 
Rathcormac against parliamentary govern- 
ment he wrote to him and pointed out 
that propaganda was going on in the 
party for a considerable time attacking 
parliament government. I have no reason 
to introduce Mussolinis and Hitlers into 
this country. Those ideas, held by a very 
small minority, were disseminated among 
the Blue Shirts. If General O'Duffy 
favours turning the Blue Shirts into a 
military ascendancy, I challenge him to 
say so. If he is not in favour of it, I 
ask what policy he has of his own and 
what ‘excuse he has for his present 
conduct.

SEVERAL KILLED IN 
PARAGUAY RIVER

News of the bombing of a Brazilian 
river vessel, with SAN, of her occupants 
reported killed, reached the Government 
here to-day.

The captain of the vessel states emphati- 
cally that he was flying the national flag.

LET HISTORY JUDGE 


Referring to correspondenc. it has pub- 
lished on the Battle of Passchendale and 
Mr. Lloyd George’s War Memories, .‘he 
Times, in a leading article, observes :—To 
Mr. Lloyd George himsclf the acrimonious 
element will hardly have been a surprise. 
His reminiscences neither ask quarter nor 
offer it. Some of the diaries and the 
dossiers that have been opened since the 
war, some of the memoirs and auto- 
biographies, especially by military au- 
thors, have not spared him. He has been 
scornfully exhibited as the interfering 
civilian, the impulsive amateur, self- 
wreathed in bays that are not his. Mr. 
Lloyd George means to give as good as 
he gets. The bungling professionc!, the 
obstinate and incompetent soldier or 
sailor, is in turn the leading figure before 
his footlights, though it must be added 
that his civilian colleagues do not wholly 
escape, especially those who are still active 
in his own profession of politics. 

While a suspension’ of judgment, adds 
The Times, leaves Mr. Lloyd George 
neither in the wrong nor in the right, he 
is unlikely to prove wholly right. No 


one, however fair-minded, is likely 
to be successful as advocate and 
judge in his own cause, and Mr. 


Lloyd George’s polemical gifts do not 
suggest detachment. Moreover, he is an 
artist in black and white, and the style 
does not suit the half-tones which are 
characteristic of most human records, and 
which it will be the business of history 
patiently to depict. ~The Battle of 
Passchendale was taking shape during 
eight months at least, and continued for 
more than three. In the minds of those 
concerned the motives for it varied from 
time to time. It was to assist the naval 
campaign against the submarines by clear- 
ing the Belgian coast. It was to encourage 
revolutionary, but still liberal, Russia. It 
was to relieve the embarrassments of the 
French Army by maintaining pressure on 
the Germans. It was to occupy the Ger- 
man reserves and mask the preparations 
for Cambrai. -It was to be a large opera- 
tion, a limited Operation, a holding attack 
to trace the precise responsibilities of the 
War Cabinet and G.H.Q. Severally, 
through these dissolving views of the 
strategic aim, through understandings and 
misunderstandings, may in the end be a 
more complicated task than Mr. Lloyd 
George’s puglistic pages make it appear.

HOSE people who might have imagined 
that Moore street, Dublin, would have 


been crowded with people clamouring for 
free meat yesterday morning, when for the 
first time in Irish history the best quality 
beef was being disposed of without charge, 


were 


disappointed. The thoroughfare 
looked as it has always looked on a Mon- 


day morning—almost deserted. 


There were, of course, the usual number 


of hurried shoppers, but inquiries showed 
that only a comparatively small percentage 
of them came under the Government s free 


meat scheme, 
“ We seldom have many customers on a 


Monday morning” one victualler said to an 


Irish Times reporter. '' In the first place 
most people do all. their shopping on Satur- 


day, and then Monday is the butchers’ 


half-holiday. The fact that the free meat 
scheme came into operation to-day does not 
seem to have made any appreciable differ- 
ence to the trade, but I am sure. that the 
rush will be greater towards the end of 
the week. I have received only ten or 
twelve vouchers distributed by relieving 
officers, but that does not by any means 
suggest that the vouchers will not be ex- 
changed for meat as the week advances.”’ 


BUTCHERS’ POSITION 


It was learned that while the victuallers 


were under no obligation to distribute meat 


under the scheme by instalments, one or 
two in Moore street had made no objection 
to giving out two or three pounds of meat 
at a time. Other butchers refused to give 
these facilities, owing to the fact that it 
would entail a great increase in book- 
keeping, and as the majority of them are 
not satisfied with the price which they will 
obtain from the Government, they con- 
sider that the extra trouble would not be 
justified. In one shop it was learned that 
while the butcher was entitled to dispose 
of 2,700 pounds of meat under the scheme, 
at midday yesterday only 600 pounds had 
been given away. Up till them the scheme 
had been working quite smoothly. 

An analysis of the vouchers which had 
been received at another shop—one of the 
largest in the city—showed that twenty- 
three people had obtained free meat. Of 
these about ten received it under the Home 
Assistance Act, while the remainder came 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act. 
Of the total six had received nine pounds 
each ; five had received three pounds ; two 
had obtained eight pounds ; while four had 
been given seven pounds each. Of the re- 
mainder two had been entitled to five 
pounds each, while four had tendered 
vouchers for four pounds each. 

Although the establishment is in the 
centre of the cit¥, customers had come from 
as far away as Baldoyle. One gave the 
address of Leinster road, Rathmines; 
another came. from Marino; one from St. 
Margaret’s ; one from Portobello ; one from 
Bohernabreena ; while there were several 
from Ranelagh. 

Under the Act it is not necessary to shop 
at any particular centre ; therefore people 
who might be diffident of securing their 
supplies locally can go into the heart of 
the city. 


SELECTING THE MEAT 


When asked if there had been any de- 
mand for mutton or other classes of meat 
by voucher holders, one butcher said that 
the recipients seemed to know the pro- 
visions of the Act as well as the butchers 
themselves. Some of them, he said, were 
as particular as to the class of meat they 
obtained as if they were paying for it in 
the ordinary way. 

In the suburbs the demand for meat 
under the scheme was no greater than in 
the city. In one Drumcondra shop, for 
instance, only six vouchers had been re- 
ceived, while in another nine had been 
offered. In most cases the number was 
under twelve. i 

In the meantime the butchers are press- 
ing forward their case for an increase of 
the price fixed by the Government. Mr, 
F. X. Buckley, Moore street, said that 
under the scheme he was due to lose £16 
7s. 6d. every week. The meat cost him 
something in the neighbourhood of 6$d. 
per llb., added to which was the loss re- 
sulting from the cutting of meat. He was 


‘permitted to sell a quantity of beef which 


would cost him £73 2s. 6d., and he would 
receive only £56 5s. for it. 

The Dublin victuallers, who are dissatis- 
fied with the fixed price of 5d. per Ib., sent 
a deputation to Government Buildings 
yesterday. The deputation was received 
by Mr. Daniel Twomey, Secretary to the 
Department of Agriculture. 

It is understood that a case was pre- 
sented asking that the price should be in- 
creased by at least 1d. per !b. Mr. Twomey 
informed the deputation that he would re- 
port to the Minister.

THE COMMUNICATION

“The Danish, Netherlands, Norwegian 
and) Swedish Ministers in London Lave 
recently,. on behalf of their respective 
Governments, informed His Majesty's 
Government that the memorandum on the 
shipping situation forwarded to them by 
the British Government in July last is 
being made the subject of careful study by 
the Danish, Netherlands, Norwegian and 
Swedish shipowners, who, in co-operation 
with each other, are discussing various 
proposals having for their object to 
remedy the said situation, The four 
Governments expect that, as a result of 
these discussions, proposals will be sub- 
mitted to the International Shipping 
Conference, which, it is understood, will 
take place in London in the near future. 

“'The four Ministers state that their 
Governments share the view of His 
Majesty’s Government to the effect that 
the formulation and discussion of schemes 
for the restoration of equilibrium in the 
shipping trade should be undertaken, in 
the | first instance, by the shipowners 
directly concerned. 
“They further state that their Govern- 
ments take it that if the carrying out of 
such rationalisation scheme should necessi- 
tate the assistance of the Governments, a 
conference of répresentatives- of the 
Governments will be called. The four 
Governments declare themselves willing to 
send delegates to such a conference, and 
to co-operate with the Governments of 
other maritime nations in the furthering

SHIPPING SUBSIDIES 

“The said Ministers have finally stated 
that in the opinion of their Governments 
an effort should be made towards the 
abolition or limitation of uneconomic 
shipping subsidies, and as stated in their 
Notes to the British Government of March | 
last, the four Governments express the 
hope that definite progress will be made 
in this direction if and when a rationalisa- 
tion scheme is carried through, whereby 
the prosperity of the shipping: trade is

He was on intimate terms with all the 
members of the Cumann na nGaedheal Govern- 
ment, and their mutual respect for each other 
brought himself and Mr W, T. Cosgrave into 
especially close contact, 


WORK FOR CORK 


Senator Crosbie .did. & very-great deal for 
the advancement of his native city of Cork, 
always .working in a quiet, but deeply prac- 
tical; manner. He was one of the first to 
perceiye the importance ‘of housing schemes, 
and as a director of the Cork Improved 
Dwellings Co. he lent valuable aid in Cork’s 
earliest plans to provide more and better 
houses. Even more important were his efforts 
to help Irish industries, and he was one of 
a small group responsible for a step that 
has had far-reaching results in that direc- 
tion—the founding of the Cork Industrial 
Development Association. Senator Crosbie 
was the first President of that body, which 
later spread all over the country under the 
title of the Irish Industrial: Development 
Association. For nearly twenty years the 
parent body in Cork was nursed by its 
patriotic founders, and only when it was well 
on the road to national success did Mr. 
Crosbie relinquish the chair to transfer his 
activities to other, and equally worthy, 
causes. : 

A practical man, he assisted several Cork 
concerns in the capacity of director, and it 
was appropriate that such a keen Irish in- 
dustrialist, as he was, should have sponsored 
the Irish Agricultural and Industrial Fair at 
Cork in 1932. This huge undertaking, whose 
primary purpose was to display the manu- 
factures and agricultural possibilities of the 
country, attracted visitors from far and wide 

Another outstanding phase in his life- 
long activities in the cause of Irish industries 
was his work in connection with the Ford 
factorv at Cork. Senator Crosbie interested 
Mr. Henry Ford in the possibilities of Cork 
as a centre for the manufacture of Ford cars 
and trucks. . Another big deal he negotiated 
was the purchase of Rushbrooke Docks by 
Messrs. Furness Withy.. But for the world 
depression heralded by the American Stock 
market crash in the ahtumn of .1929 these 
two developments alone would have been of 
incalculable benefit to Cork. 

In 1932 Mr. Crosbie was elected to the 
Senate. and his utterances were among the 
most valued contributions,in that Chamber to 
the problems of the day. He had announced 
his intention of not seeking re-election next 
month. 


IN JOURNALISM 


. His work in journalism, : industry and 
politics did not, however, absorb his entire 
attention. A man who had travelled widely 
and observed closély, he was an accomplished 
debater, and his lectures—especially those de- 
livered at the Cork ‘Catholic Young Men’s 
Society, of which he was a member fer many 
years—were models of learning and erudition. 

Senater Crosbie was for forty-four years a 
member of the Institute of Journalists, and 
regarded as the father of journalism in the 
South... His, fellow-journalists paid him the 
inique distinction of appointing him 
Honorary Chairman when the Munster Dis- 
trict of the” Institute of Journalists was 
formed in recent years, and only last summer, 
at the annual Conference of the Institute at 
Blackpool, he was accorded the further 
honour of being appointed Hon. Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Institute. - He also was keenly 
interested in the Newspaper Society, and 
some years ago: held the Presidency of the 
Press Association, . 

Gentle, refined, courteous, the late Mr, 
Crosbie was a man of great charm, and he 
won not only the respect, but the deep affec- | 
pees of all who were’ privileged to know 
im.

at a crowded meeting of M.P.’s at the 
House of Commons last night. 

Hé revealed that he was first of opinion 
that the reforms should be confined to 
prope. autonomy, but that what he 
earned as. a member of the Joint Select 
Committee led him to abandon this view 
and to support. responsibility at the 
centre. i : 

The meeting was the first of a series 
arranged by the Conservative India Com- 
mittee with the object of enabling sup- 
porters of the Government to hear 
addresses from members of the Joint Select 
Committee on various aspects of the Com- 
mittee’s proposals. About 250 M.P.’s 
attended to hear Sir Austen Chamberlain 
discuss “ Federation.” 


THE ATTENDANCE 

The audience included many Ministers, 
‘among whom were Lord Halifax, Mr. 
Ormsby Gore and Mr. J. C. C. Davidson. 
There were also present many of the more 
prominent critics of the Federation 
scheme—Mr. Churchill, Sir Henry Page. 
Croft, Viscount FitzAlan, Sir Alfred 
Knox, Sir Reginald Craddock and the 
Duchess of Atholl. 

Among others present were Earl 
Winterton, Mr. L.. 8. Amery, Major 
Cadogan, Lord Eustace Perey and 
Stonehaven (Chairman of the Conservs 
tive Party organisation). 

Sir Austen Chamberlain told the meet- 
ing that he joined the Select Committee 
with the knowledge that he could neither 
go back nor stand still in India, and that 
we must go forward, but that he had grave 
doubts as to some important provisions in 
the White Paper. 


GREAT EDUCATION 

‘‘T told the Government,” he said, 
“when accepting their invitation to allow 
my name to be proposed, that they must 
not expect me to give a party vote, and 
that I should be guided in my decisions 
by the evidence I heard and the discus- 
sions that might take place in the Com- 
mittee.”’ 

The sittings of the Committee were, he 
said, a great education. It would 
probably have been impossible to gather 
a greater weight of Indian experience than 
was represented among the members of 
the Committee. The one thing he 
regretted very much was, that more of 
the middle ranks of the House of 
Commons had not had the opportunity of 
going through the same process of educa- 
tion as the members of the Committee had. 

“ The actual result of my work in the 
Committee has been to make a consider- 
able change in my views,” said Sir Austen. 
“At first Í had been inclined to think that 
it would be wise to deal only with pro- 
vincial autonomy and to postpone until a 
later time the consideration of any changes 
in the Central Government. But I was 
impressed by the weakness rather than the 
strength of the Central Government in the 
course of our inquiry, and I came to the 
conclusion that it would be dangerous to 
postpone the reform of the Central 
Government.’ 


RESPONSIBILITY AT CENTRE 

Sir Austen gave his reasons in detail, 
and declared that it was his conviction, 
that to establish eleven autonomous 
Governments, and to leave the centre 
without any sos her agair character wóuld 
result not only in the failure of that 
provincial autonomy, but in the further 
weakening of the Cental Government 
itself, 

He urged that it was imperative that 
in the same Statute in which provincial 
autonomy was established conditions 
should be laid down for a measure of 
responsibility at the centre. He then ex- 
plained and defined the changes which the 
Committee proposed in the composition 
and character of the Central Legislature. 

At the close of his address Sir Austen 
Chamberlain -for half-an-hour answered 
questions which came from all seétions of 
Opinion among members. Mr. Churchill 
did not put any question, but questions 
were asked by Sir Henry Page-Croft, Lord 
Ampthill, the Duchess of Atholl, and Sir 
Alfred Knox. - 

Sir John Wardlaw-Milne, Chairman of 
the Conservative India Committee, . pre- 
sided at the meeting. 

Other meetings of the Indian constitu- 
tional reform series have been arran 

Referring to the work of the Joint 
Committee, Lord Londonderry said: “I 
know it has been sr“zes that the 
majority of the members were definitely 
pledged to certain points of view before 
they started their work, and tk.t théir 
only function would be to put a rubber 
stamp on the proposals of the Govern- 
ment. If you want to set up a committee 
of the most experienced men to deal with 
a certain subject, and that subject. has 
been under discussion for years, you wil! 
find that these men of outstandin: ex- 
perience have already taken part in those 
discussions and have expressed views.

is accused of murdering her, and his 
woman friend, Catharine Denuziere, is 
charged with him as an accomplice. 
After Madame Denuziere, who gave her 
age as 58, had been cross-examined as to 
her relations with M. Bonnet, the latter 
was questioned by the judge regarding the 
dead woman's money, | 
He said that he did not know how Marie 
Moulin lost her 200,000 francs, but that 
she gambled on the Stock Exchange. Ho 
admitted having received her power of 
attorney, but said he never used it. 
As to a will in his favour, “there are 
wills of Marie Moulin all over the place,”’ 
he answered deprecatingly. , | 
He denied having received Marie Moulin 
in his villa two days before her death. 
‘“Then the witnesses have lied?’’ asked 
the judge. : 
‘“‘ They have lied or made mistakes,’’ the 
accused answered gravely.

For the first time since the War three 
Kings and Queens sat down to dinner 
together at Buckingham Palace last night, 
when, in a brilliant setting, the King and 
Queen entertained ninety-six guests.

The adoption of a sound and comprehensive 
system of vocational selection and guidance, 
said Mr. G, H. Clampett, past President, at 
yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Rotary 
Club, in the Metropole Restaurant, Dublin, 
might be adopted as an alternative to the ex- 
amination system in regard to the Civil Ser- 
vice and other clerical occupations, and also 
to the methods of selection adopted in other 
types of industry. 

Over half a million boys and girls attend 
at primary schools each year, soid Mr. Clam- 
pett, and between 40,000 ard 50,000 of these 
reach the school-leaving age of 14 years. More 
than 350,000 pupils are in annual attendance 
at secondary schools each year, and of these 
over 7,000 sit for the Intermediate and Leav- 
ing Certificate examinations. It may be as- 
sumed that the majority of these 7,000 turn 
their thoughts to the future. 

What happens to the annual outpouring of 
boys and girls from the primary and secon- 
dary schools? All are faced with the problem 
of suitable employment. The path of a few is 
easy; for the majority it is difficult. About 
16,000 enrol in the day schools and classes 
by the Vocational Educational Committees. 
Outside these and those who are ‘able to 
enter trades and professions there is a vast 
residue who want a job of any kind. The 
result is that too many square pegs are 
forced into round holes. 

Leaving out the professions adopted by de 
liberate choice, most of these occupations 
have been entered on the ‘“ hit-or-miss ” 
principle. 


AVAILABLE CAREERS 


As to what careers are available, the Cen- 
tral Employment Bureau for Women and 
Students’ Careers Association, London, have 
published a “Guide, to the Professions and 
Occupations of Educated Women and Girls,” 
which deals with some 200 careers, and gives 
particulars of training, cost and prospects. The 
Ministry of Labour, Whitehall, London, has 
issued a series of pamphlets giving parti- 
culars of careers for girls and boys. No 
publications of this nature are issued in 
respect of careers in the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Clampett suggested that, in view of 
this circumstance, a survey be made of all 
types of careers offered in the Free State; 
that the results be published with all essen- 
tial details, and that such a publication be 
revised and brought up-to-date at suitable 
intervals. The publication to be at the 
disposal of all schools and libraries, scout 
organisations and other places having  con- 
tact with young people. When it is known 
what careers are available, the next step in 
vocational guidance is to know what attri- 
butes are necessary to any particular calling. 
To complete the scheme of vocational guid- 
ance, as visualised, he suggested that 
machinery be established by which the suit- 
ability of the individual of any given occupa- 
tion may be discovered. 

The paper was favourably commented upon 
by Rotarians Webb, Benson and Dr. Bell.

A verdict in accordance with tae medical 
evidence was returned by the Dublin City 
Coroner at an inquest held yesterday in 
Jervis Street Hospital, Dublin, on the body 
of Edward L. Dyer, aged about 60, of Upper 
Pembroke street, who collapsed and died 


‘during a dance in the Metropole Ballroom 


on Friday night. 

Evidence was given that Dyer was stand- 
ing close to the door of the ballroom, when 
he suddenly fell forward on his face. He 
was found to be dead on admission to the 
hospital. 

Dr. O'Reilly said that death was due to 
heart failure, following chronic disease of the 
heart.
